With  the  departure  of  Eugene  School 
District  4J  Superintendent  Gus  Bal¬ 
deras  in  late  June,  the  4J  board  must 
select  a  replacement.  The  board  is 
planning  to  hire  a  one-year  interim  su¬ 
perintendent  from  within  the  ranks  of 
current  4J  administrators.  In  this  time 
of  uncertainty,  the  temptation  to  fast- 
track  the  process  is  understandable. 
However,  the  question  must  be:  What  is 
the  prudent  process  and  timeline? 

Because  of  the  recent  controversy  in 
the  selection  of  Jim  Torrey  to  replace 
Evangelina  Sundgrenz,  it  is  essential 
that  the  board  garner  public  trust.  This 
means  that  the  process  must  be  trans¬ 
parent;  must  provide  authentic  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  quality  community  input;  and 
must  provide  a  confidential  way  for  cur¬ 
rent  district  employees  to  voice  their 
pertinent  experiences  with  any  in-house 
district  candidates. 

To  take  meaningful  and  serious  steps 
to  secure  public  trust,  the  board  must 
allow  for  a  reasonable  timeline.  Because 
the  board  will  be  accepting  only  in- 
house  candidates,  the  need  to  rush  the 
process  is  unnecessary;  the  new  interim 
superintendent  will  not  be  an  outsider, 
but  one  familiar  with  4J’s  systems  and 
issues. 

It  is  imperative  for  the  4J  board  to 
create  a  hiring  process  and  timeline 
that  is  deeply  committed  to  public  trust.

DEMOCRATS  RUNNING  FOR  SECRETARY  OF  STATE 
IN  THE  PRIMARY  MAKE  THEIR  CASE

Oregon’s  office  of  Secretary  of  State  has 
seen  a  lot  of  turnover  since  Kate  Brown 
had  the  rare  opportunity  to  take  over  the 
governor’s  seat  following  John  Kitzhaber ’s 
resignation  in  2014.  Over  the  last  10  years, 
Oregon  has  had  four  secretaries  of  state. 
In  May,  since  Oregon  has  closed  primaries,  Democratic 
Party-registered  voters  will  decide  which  of  three  candi¬ 
dates  will  take  on  the  likely  Republican  candidate  —  pro- 
Timber  Unity  Sen.  Kim  Thatcher  of  Keizer. 

Eugene  Weekly  talked  to  the  three  can¬ 
didates  seeking  the  Democratic  Party’s 
nomination,  and  they  have  a  lot  in  com¬ 
mon.  They  want  the  office  to  incorporate 
climate  change  as  an  element  of  auditing, 
to  tackle  misinformation  spread  during 
election  cycles  and  for  the  candidate  to 
serve  a  long  tenure  in  office.  But  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  legislative  experience,  there  are 
some  slight  differences  in  their  platforms. 

Sen.  Mark  Hass  has  been  in  Salem  for 
20  years.  He’s  served  the  longest  time  in 
Salem  compared  to  the  other  candidates 
and  was  a  major  player  in  getting  the 
Student  Success  Act  passed  in  2019.  He 
says  his  experience  in  the  Legislature 
taught  him  to  handle  the  pressures  of  big 
challenges  while  staying  independent, 
and  the  office  needs  someone  who  can 
be  independent. 

“I  don’t  think  you  can  come  in  and  say,  ‘I’ve  never  done 
redistricting,  but  I’m  sure  I  can  hire  experts  to  help  me 
with  this,”’  he  says.  “I  understand  the  pressures  and  how 
to  get  things  done,  partisan  or  not.” 

Hass  says  as  secretary  of  state,  he’d  want  to  open 
Oregon’s  primaries.  He  says  he  formally  asked  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  Party  of  Oregon  to  open  its  primaries  in  2019,  but 
the  party  voted  against  it. 

“Unaffiliated  voters  are  now  the  largest  group  of  vot¬ 
ers,”  he  says.  “We’re  telling  this  largest  group  of  voters 
who  pay  taxes  that  they  can’t  vote  in  a  primary.  I  just 
think  that’s  wrong.” 

He  adds  that  some  of  those  voters  possibly  registered 
through  the  Motor  Voter  Act  with  no  preference,  but  the 


larger  trend  is  voter  disinterest  in  the  two-party  system. 

“That  is  a  state  conversation  that  the  secretary  of  state 
needs  to  have  next  year,”  he  says.  “If  the  parties  don’t 
do  it,  you  could  change  the  law.  That  feels  a  little  heavy 
handed,  but  we  gotta  have  that  conversation.” 

Hass’  largest  donations  come  from  railroad  car  manu¬ 
facturer  The  Greenbrier  Companies  ($5,000)  and  $5,000 
from  Sydney  DeBoer,  founder  and  chairman  of  Lithia 
Motors  in  Medford.  The  average  contribution  to  his  cam¬ 


paign  is  $720,  according  to  OreStar,  the  state’s  campaign 
finance  transparency  website. 

State  Sen.  Shemia  Fagan  of  the  Portland  area  is  the 
most  recent  candidate  to  line  up  for  the  race.  She  an¬ 
nounced  her  candidacy  in  the  weeks  after  Rep.  Jennifer 
Williamson  exited  the  race  in  response  to  a  Willamette 
Week  report  on  her  campaign  spending. 

Fagan  already  received  many  endorsements,  includ¬ 
ing  from  the  American  Federation  of  State,  County  and 
Municipal  Employees  union  and  NARAL  Pro-Choice 
America.  Her  campaign  has  seen  some  large  donations, 
too.  She  received  $15,000  from  AFSCME,  $10,000  from 
Citizen  Action  for  Political  Education  and  $5,000  from 
Friends  of  Val  Hoyle.  Since  filing  Feb.  29,  her  campaign 


has  raised  a  total  of  nearly  $41,000,  with  an  average 
contribution  of  $3,415. 

With  COVID-19  threatening  physical  polls  throughout 
the  U.S.,  Fagan  says  current  Secretary  of  State  Bev  Clarno 
should  be  pushing  every  state  in  the  nation  to  adopt  vote 
by  mail.  If  she  were  in  office,  she  says  she’d  be  advocating 
for  nationwide  use  of  mail-in  ballots. 

Fagan  says  she’d  travel  throughout  the  state  to  hear 
what  everyday  Oregonians  have  to  say  because  most 
of  the  state  doesn’t  know  anything  about  the  office  or 
who  holds  it.  That’s  not  because  of  the  decade  of  high 
turnover;  it’s  because  previous  officers  haven’t  commit¬ 
ted  to  outreach,  she  says,  adding  that  while  she’s  away 
from  Salem,  she’d  have  a  strong  deputy  to  oversee  the 
day-to-day  activities. 

Because  the  secretary  of  state  oversees  state  agencies, 
Fagan  says  she  would  apply  the  strategy  that  former 
Secretary  of  State  (and  former  governor)  Barbara  Roberts 
had  when  in  office:  attend  agency  meetings. 

And  Fagan  wants  to  tackle  a  public  records  loophole 
that  allows  politicians  to  have  caucus  conversations  and 
vote  against  legislation  deemed  by  parties  as  “bad  bills.” 

Fagan  also  says  she  would  use  the  office’s  outreach  de¬ 
partment  more  to  combat  misinformation.  What  threatens 
Oregon’s  democracy  more  than  any  form  of  hacking  is 
the  spread  of  misinformation.  She  says  she  would  direct 
her  office  to  tackle  this  threat,  encouraging  Oregonians 
to  rely  on  credible  news  sources. 

Jamie  McLeod-Skinner,  a  resident  of  Terrebonne,  is  an 
elected  board  member  of  the  Jefferson  County  Education 
Service  District  and  a  member  at  large  for  the  Oregon 
Watershed  Enhancement  Board. 

She  first  got  attention  from  the  state  when  she  took 
on  Congressman  Greg  Walden  in  2018  and  offered  him 
his  biggest  general  election  challenge  in  awhile.  She  trav¬ 
eled  more  than  35,000  miles  across  the  seventh  largest 
congressional  district  in  the  U.S.  in  a  trailer  to  meet  with 
voters.  Walden  still  won  his  11th  term  to  Congress,  but 
McLeod-Skinner  carved  out  some  huge  support  for  a 
Democrat  on  Oregon’s  rural  east  side. 

McLeod-Skinner  says  the  House  flipped  in  2018  and 
probably  won’t  have  a  Republican  takeover  in  2020,  so 
she  decided  not  to  run  for  that  seat  again. 

She  filed  for  secretary  of  state  in  August  2019.  Since 
then,  OreStar  says  she’s  raised  $202,000  with  an  average 
contribution  of  about  $300. 

Although  she  laughs  that  people  tease 
her  for  thinking  “auditing  is  sexy,”  she  says 
there’s  a  sense  of  urgency  about  why  she’s 
running  for  secretary  of  state,  particularly 
on  redistricting.  She  doesn’t  want  to  see 
the  state  fall  into  the  gerrymandering  mess 
that  Wisconsin  Gov.  Scott  Walker  caused 
in  his  state. 

The  Legislature  has  a  bigger  role  in  re¬ 
districting,  but  she  points  out  that  a  politi¬ 
cal  walkout  could  jeopardize  that  process, 
leaving  it  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

“This  one  person  could  shape  and  change 
the  state,”  she  says.  “Even  if  that  individual 
is  a  nice  person,  the  political  party  steps  in.” 

She  says  she  would  establish  an  advisory 
body  that  brings  together  former  secretar¬ 
ies  of  state,  communities  of  interest,  tribal 
communities  and  members  of  the  Legisla¬ 
ture.  It’d  be  an  open  process  that  would  be 
live  streamed  and  open  to  the  public  with 
meetings  throughout  the  state,  she  says. 

In  May,  she  says,  Democrats  should  be  concerned 
about  whom  they’re  nominating  for  November  because 
former  Secretary  of  State  Dennis  Richardson  proved  in 
2016  that  Republicans  can  still  win  statewide  elections 
in  a  blue  state.  So  voters  should  consider  a  Democrat’s 
electability  in  November  who  understands  issues  outside 
of  the  Willamette  Valley. 

“We  need  someone  who  can  get  votes  statewide,”  she 
says.  “I  have  a  huge  advantage  over  my  colleagues  with 
the  name  recognition  and  political  infrastructure  I  built 
in  two-thirds  of  the  state.”  ■

HOW  NONPROFITS  CAN  RAISE  FUNDS  WHILE  SUPPORTING  LOCAL  BUSINESSES

As  gatherings  of  all  sizes  are  canceled,  many 
nonprofits  are  losing  annual  galas  and 
brunches  —  events  intended  to  garner 
the  donations  that  keep  organizations 
running.  To  make  up  for  lost  revenue, 
an  Oregon  nonprofit  created  a  gift  card 
fundraising  idea  that  benefits  nonprofits,  community 
members  and  businesses,  and  that  model  is  moving  to 
Eugene,  thanks  to  a  local  environmental  group. 

This  model  was  produced  by  Politisit  —  a  Portland- 
based  nonprofit  that  provides  childcare  funds  for  care¬ 
takers  who  want  to  participate  in  civic  meetings.  After  its 
annual  fundraising  brunch  was  canceled,  the  organization 
had  to  think  creatively  about  how  to  raise  donations. 

“We  were  going  to  have  our  third  anniversary  brunch,” 
says  Politisit  founder  and  Board  President  Rachel  Sow- 
ray.  “About  a  month  ago  it  looked  pretty  clear  that  was 
not  going  to  happen,  so  I  tried  to  figure  out  what  to  do 
that’s  virtual.” 


Sowray  came  up  with  the  idea  to  hold  an  online  auction 
that  supported  Politisit  and  local  businesses. 

Here  is  how  it  works:  People  purchase  gift  cards  to  a 
local  business,  whether  it  be  a  restaurant,  coffee  shop, 
retail  store,  etc.  Then  the  supporter  donates  the  gift  card 
to  the  nonprofit,  which  can  be  a  write-off  on  taxes  if  the 
organization  is  a  501(c)(3). 

The  nonprofit  then  takes  the  gift  cards  and  auctions 
them  off  online.  Community  members  bid  and  win  gift 
cards  to  local  businesses,  and  the  nonprofit  acquires 
funds.  Politisit’s  auction  launched  on  Friday,  and  Sowray 
says  they  are  already  sending  out  cards  to  bidders. 

She  says  it  looks  so  far  like  they  may  raise  more  than 
their  brunch  fundraising  event  would  have,  and  she  is 
encouraging  other  nonprofits  to  do  this  to  get  donations. 

“My  hope  is  that  we  can  get  this  out  to  other  nonprofits 
to  use,”  Sowray  says. 

In  Eugene,  the  Northwest  Center  for  Alternatives  to 
Pesticides  (NCAP)  is  adopting  the  gift  card  auctioning 


model,  and  has  already  seen  support  for  it. 

Ashley  Chesser,  executive  director  of  NCAP,  says  when 
she  heard  of  Politisit’s  idea,  she  thought  it  would  work 
well  for  her  nonprofit.  NCAP  had  also  canceled  plans  for 
a  fundraising  event,  and  Chesser  was  looking  for  a  way 
to  support  NCAP’s  staff  and  community.  This  seemed 
like  a  positive  option. 

“I  said,  ‘Oh,  this  is  an  amazing  model,  I’d  love  to  support 
our  local  community  in  that  way,”’  Chesser  says. 

Sowray  says  this  donation  model  could  outlast  the 
pandemic-induced  stay-at-home  orders  and  shutdowns 
because  it  connects  people  with  businesses  and  nonprofits. 

“I  think  one  of  the  nice  things  about  this  for  people  is 
they  feel  they  can  still  be  connected  and  take  action  at 
the  moment,”  Sowray  says.  “So  many  people  are  willing 
to  take  action.”  ■

Takeout  and 
Delivery  Books 

LOCAL  BOOKSTORES  ARE  PROVIDING  CUSTOMERS  WITH 
READING  MATERIALS  WHILE  MAINTAINING  SOCIAL  DISTANCING

Even  in  our  technology- driven  world,  nothing 
compares  to  the  smell  and  feel  of  a  physical 
book.  And  these  quarantine  days  of  COVID-19 
are  no  exception. 

But  don’t  wait  days  for  Amazon  to  deliver. 
Local  bookstores  are  still  providing  reading 
material  while  maintaining  proper  social  distancing. 

Although  many  retail  businesses,  including  public 
libraries,  are  closed,  Smith  Family  Bookstore,  Tsunami 
Books  and  J.  Michaels  Books  are  providing  customers 
with  the  option  of  picking  up  purchases  and  ramping 
up  their  online  deliveries  to  meet  customer  needs  while 
people  are  quarantined. 

Evon  Smith,  owner  of  Smith  Family  Bookstore,  says 
she  has  seen  an  increase  of  people  wanting  to  read  books, 
even  if  it  isn’t  a  habit  they’ve  kept  up  with  recently. 

“We’ve  had  people  calling  for  books  they’ve  read  before 
and  want  to  read  again,”  she  says.  “Which  tells  us,  there 
is  something  about  a  physical  book  that  is  comforting 
right  now.” 

With  increased  social  distancing  measures  in  place, 
she  says  people  have  the  option  of  choosing  e-books. 
But  Smith  says  physical  books  are  not  only  comforting, 
but  they  provide  a  break  from  the  constant  screen  time, 
whether  that’s  for  kids  or  from  adults  working  from 
home  all  day. 

Although  Smith  Family  has  seen  a  drop  in  business, 
Smith  says  the  bookstore  is  still  doing  what  it  can  to 
provide  for  customers.  In  addition  to  offering  pick  up  at 
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the  front  door  and  curbside  delivery, 
she  says  the  staff  still  helps  people 
find  books  to  read. 

Smith  says  some  customers  call 
and  ask,  “This  is  my  budget,  what  does 
your  staff  recommend?”  The  staff  then 
discusses  their  picks  and  bags  up 
different  books  they  think  the 
customer  would  be  inter¬ 
ested  in. 

Overall,  Smith  says, 
it’s  strange  to  see  the 
store  so  empty,  and  she 
looks  forward  to  the  day 


its  normal  hours  and  also  provides 
curbside  delivery  and  pick  up.  Owner 
Scott  Landfield  says  at  first  he  was  sure 
his  business  would  “go  belly  up.” 

“After  a  day’s  rest  I  got  over  that,” 
he  says.  “We  have  a  really  creative  staff 
here,  and  we  keep  coming  up  with  ideas.” 

Tsunami  had  to  cancel  all  of  its  upcom¬ 
ing  events,  including  local  writers  giving 
talks  and  performances  by  local  musi¬ 
cians,  which  are  a  part  of  the  bookstore’s 
income.  But  Landfield  says  they  are  trying 
to  take  advantage  of  small  business  loans 
while  brainstorming  other  possibilities  to 
draw  customers  in. 

One  idea  Landfield  is  looking  into  is 
scheduling  individual  appointments  for 
browsing.  He  got  the  idea  from  Capitol 
Bookstore  in  Washington,  D.C.,  which 
is  letting  customers  peruse  their 
stores  with  a  reserved  time  slot. 
Meanwhile,  customers  are 
still  putting  in  big  orders,  he 
says,  perhaps  because  of 
all  the  time  they  have  to 
read  and  the  re- 

_ ^  cent  selling  of 

their  stocks. 
Tsunami  has  sold 


when  people  can  browse  the 
shelves  again.  But  for  now,  they 
are  making  it  work. 

Although  downtown  Eugene  is  empty,  Jeremy  Nissel 
of  J.  Michael’s  Bookstore  is  still  trying  to  get  his  books 
out  to  customers  as  well.  His  employees  are  being  paid 
but  not  working  to  minimize  their  risk  of  contracting  the 
virus.  Nissel  is  working  by  himself  to  keep  things  running 
smoothly. 

“I  was  nervous  enough  that  I’m  just  working  by  myself,” 
Nissel  says. 

He’s  at  the  shop  most  days,  making  deliveries  to  most 
customers  within  a  five-mile  radius  and  pulling  together 
orders  for  those  who  want  to  pick  them  up. 

Like  other  open  bookstores,  Tsunami  Books  has  kept 
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a  lot  of  rare  books  online, 
and  the  staff  is  working  hard  to 
put  together  their  own  picks  of  books 
for  people  to  purchase  in  bundles  for  themselves  or  kids. 

Tsunami  has  someone  who  will  deliver  books  on  a  bike, 
if  needed.  Landfield  is  also  delivering  to  select  customers. 

He  adds  that  keeping  the  business  open  is  a  bit  of  a 
mission,  but  that  it’s  an  ongoing  process.  Eugene  is  a 
healthy  community,  he  says. 

“Books  are  an  essential  service,”  Landfield  says.  “And 
that’s  why  [Gov.]  Kate  Brown  didn’t  cross  off  the  possibility 
of  being  in  business.”  ■

The  digital  world  overtook  daily  life  faster 
than  we  could  ever  imagine.  Choppy 
video  feed,  an  awkward  amount  of  silent 
smiling  and  sometimes  strange  life- 
style-revealing  backgrounds  sprinkled 
with  countless  questions  of  “are  you 
on?”  is  the  new  normal  for  those  lucky 
enough  to  be  working  in  the  era  of  Gov.  Kate  Brown’s 
“stay  home,  stay  healthy”  order  —  or  for  those  who  are 
trying  to  have  a  social  life  during  the  lockdown. 

Living  in  the  digital  world  doesn’t  have  to  be  a  terrible 
change.  Communicating  in  apps  like  Zoom,  Facebook  or 
Slack  does  allow  us  humans  to  be  the  social  creatures  we 
are  and  communicate  with  one  another  after  gatherings 
were  prohibited  to  flatten  the  COVID-19  curve.  And  just 
reaching  out  to  the  “digital  natives”  can  offer  a  huge  help 
for  adjusting  to  working  remotely. 

Mark  Davis,  general  manager  of  EugeneTech,  says 
there  are  digital  natives  and  digital  refugees.  Digital 
natives  have  grown  up  in  tech  and  some  have  even  been 
working  remotely  way  before  the  shelter-in-place  order. 
Digital  refugees,  on  the  other  hand,  are  finding  themselves 
in  anew  world. 

“As  digital  natives,  it’s  our  opportunity  to  help  them 
navigate  the  digital  world,”  he  says. 

Davis  says  he’s  worked  remotely  for  a  long  time.  A 
good  pair  of  headphones  can  go  a  long  way.  In  addition 
to  tackling  the  problem  of  a  distant  microphone  in  a 
computer,  better  quality  headphones  allow  him  to  hear 
more  inflection  in  voices  and  to  visualize  smiles  —  the 
stuff  you’d  notice  when  talking  in-person. 

For  professionals  used  to  socializing,  working  re¬ 
motely  can  be  daunting.  Besides  the  ongoing  distrac¬ 
tions  of  things  like  the  nth  replay  of  The  Office  in  the 
background  or  out-of-school  kids,  having  a  co-worker 
just  drop  by  is  gone. 

But  he  says  the  digital  break  room  could  be  on  a  random 


channel  on  the  platform  Slack,  where  co-workers  can 
share  things  like  cat  videos. 

The  length  of  Oregon’s  stay-at-home  order  could  be 
extended,  meaning  Eugene’s  civic  realm  could  find  itself 
in  the  digital  world,  too.  Davis  says  Open  Eugene,  a  lo¬ 
cal  chapter  of  the  nationwide  group  Code  for  America 
Brigade,  is  working  to  implement  a  virtual  town  square 
through  the  open-source  video  conference  app  Jitsi, 
which  would  stream  events  hosted  by  Eugene  Chamber 
of  Commerce  and  maybe  even  City  Council  meetings. 

With  the  current  greater  emphasis  on  the  digital  world, 
Davis  says  now  is  the  time  for  digital  natives  to  not  just 
welcome  the  refugees  but  also  not  make  them  feel  dumb 
because  “kind  is  the  new  cool.” 

Davis  says  a  good  starting  point  for  those  who  see  the 
online  world  as  uncharted  waters  is  through  a  smart¬ 
phone.  If  someone  has  an  iPhone,  for  example,  FaceTime 
is  an  easier  way  to  communicate  than  through  a  desktop 
computer  where  there  are  more  devices  to  deal  with  —  like 
a  webcam,  speakers  and  microphone. 

If  you’re  still  not  ready  for  the  online  world,  online 
conference  call  apps  allow  you  to  phone  it  in  —  or  if  you 
have  a  poor  rural  internet  connection.  And  one  of  those 
apps  that  seem  to  be  really  in  season  is  Zoom,  Davis  says. 
It’s  been  ubiquitous  in  the  business  community,  he  adds, 
so  it’s  been  the  go-to  in  this  period. 

The  company’s  Wall  Street  performance  (NASDAQ: 
ZM)  shows  investors  agree  we’re  in  the  age  of  Zoom. 
Zoom’s  stock  hit  its  historic  highs  around  Feb.  28.  Since 
then,  it  has  peaked  at  $161.05  on  March  30.  That’s  a  big 
climb  for  a  business  that  was  around  $60  a  share  in  the 
fourth  quarter  of  2019,  especially  in  a  market  that  has 
had  more  downs  than  ups  recently. 

A  spokesperson  for  Zoom  won’t  share  any  numbers 
around  users,  usage,  signups  or  total  number  of  customers 
in  the  area.  However,  he  points  to  the  company’s  fourth- 
quarter  earnings  release:  about  81,900  customers  with 


more  than  10  employees,  up  61  percent  from  2018’s  fourth 
quarter. 

As  Oregonians  deal  with  the  stay-at-home  orders,  apps 
like  Zoom  are  helpful  for  people  who  are  self-isolating, 
because  loneliness  can  have  a  profound  impact  on  some¬ 
one’s  mental  and  physical  health,  says  Elliot  Berkman, 
associate  professor  in  the  department  of  psychology  at 
the  University  of  Oregon.  That  can  take  a  toll  on  some¬ 
one’s  immune  system,  too,  a  danger  when  we’re  all  stuck 
at  home  to  contain  the  spread  of  a  virus. 

Sure,  humans  are  optimized  for  person-to-person 
socialization,  he  says.  And  humans  have  a  layer  to  our 
brain  dedicated  to  tracking  the  social  world  and  what 
people  think  and  expect  of  us. 

“At  the  same  time,  it’s  not  like  digital  communication 
is  nothing,”  he  says.  “There’s  quite  a  bit  of  how  the  social 
world  operates  that  doesn’t  have  to  be  in-person.  Merely 
thinking  someone  else  thinks  well  or  ill  of  you  can  change 
your  psychology.” 

Digital  communication  does  bring  about  a  sense  of 
social  integration,  which  is  something  we  perceive,  he 
says.  Even  before  the  COVID-19  lockdown,  you  could  still 
be  isolated  but  perceive  yourself  as  socially  integrated 
and  vice  versa. 

He  adds  that  apps  like  Zoom  have  a  fighting  chance 
to  let  people  think  they’re  socially  integrated,  just  like 
online  groups  playing  the  massive  multiplayer  online  role 
playing  game  World  ofWarcraft,  where  players  can  chat 
with  guild  members  among  other  things. 

But  you  don’t  necessarily  need  to  look  to  the  digital 
world  if  you’re  not  totally  comfortable  with  the  internet. 
Look  to  phone  conversations  or  neighbors  while  maintain¬ 
ing  social  distance  measures  because  in  the  end,  it’s  not 
just  a  conversation  people  seek,  he  says. 

“It’s  the  broader  sense  of  community,”  he  says.  “If  that 
community  is  there  for  you,  that  it’s  a  source  of  support 
for  you,  that’s  at  the  heart  of  what  we  need.”  ■ 
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Just  the  Basics 

EUGENE  TECH  FIRM  DEVELOPS  A  UBI  CALCULATOR  by  Will  Kennedy 


In  the  days  of  COVID-19,  UBI,  or  universal  basic 
income,  is  having  a  moment. 

Tech  mogul  Andrew  Yang  made  his  UBI  plan, 
called  The  Freedom  Dividend,  a  central  plank  of 
his  now-ended  2020  presidential  aspirations.  Since 
abandoning  his  presidential  bid,  Yang  launched 
Humanity  Forward,  a  new  nonprofit  to  help  keep 
his  UBI  vision  alive,  among  other  initiatives. 

With  the  economic  impact  of  the  coronavirus  now 
predicted  to  range  from  catastrophic  to  cataclysmic, 
UBI-like  initiatives  are  popping  up  from  the  House  of 
Representatives,  Sen.  Bernie  Sanders  and  even  President 
Donald  Trump. 

When  the  time  comes  for  real  legislation  on  UBI,  voters 
could  compare  and  contrast  proposals  with  a  new  free 
web  app  called  the  UBI  Calculator,  developed,  in  part,  by 
Eugene  tech  firm  Twenty  Ideas. 

Economic  and  political  issues  are  nothing  new  for 
Twenty  Ideas  CEO  Mike  Biglan.  Before  his  career  in  tech, 
Biglan  studied  economics  at  the  University  of  Chicago. 
He  also  served  on  the  city  of  Eugene  budget  committee 
from  2005  to  2008. 

“I’m  an  experimentalist,”  he  says.  “We  need  to  be 
trying  lots  of  different  things,”  and  UBI  should  be  taken 
seriously,  he  says. 

UBI  is  really  just  a  new  name  for  an  old  idea.  In  the 
1960s,  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.’s  Poor  People’s  Campaign 
included  a  UBI-like  proposal,  and  Mike  Kuhn,  assistant 
professor  of  economics  at  the  University  of  Oregon,  points 
to  the  “negative  income  tax”  plans  of  the  1970s  as  another 
early  example  of  the  concept.  Under  a  negative  income 
tax  plan,  a  progressive  tax  code  would  feature  positive 
rates  for  high  earners  but  then  extend  to  the  negative 
domain  for  low  earners. 

Don’t  bring  in  enough  income?  The  government  would 


cut  you  a  check  instead  of  the  other  way  around.  And  believe 
it  or  not,  this  idea  was  supported  by  many  Republican 
politicians  of  the  era.  With  most  modern  UBI  plans  —  and 
there  are  many  —  the  government  would  give  lump  sums 
of  money  to  every  citizen,  regardless  of  need,  and  often 
at  the  expense  of  other  social  welfare  funding.  Instead  of 
targeting  aid  to  high-need  individuals,  the  plans  say,  just 
cut  a  check  to  everyone  and  be  done  with  it:  clean,  efficient, 
less  bureaucratic,  and  in  some  sense,  more  egalitarian. 
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That’s  the  idea,  anyway. 

Twenty  Ideas’  UBI  calculator  presents  a  clear  picture 
of  how  differing  UBI  proposals  might  impact  the  daily  life 
of  an  average  citizen,  controlling  for  size  of  household  and 
annual  income.  It  explains  how  each  program  is  paid  for 
with  data  provided  by  individual  politicians  and  economists, 
while  also  addressing  common  concerns  about  UBI  like 
cost,  risk  of  inflation,  the  tax  burden  on  the  middle  class 


and  disincentivizing  the  labor  force  from  working  at  all. 

“There  are  a  lot  of  people  out  there  talking  about  their 
plans,”  Biglan  says,  with  different  parameters  and  a  lot  of 
nuance.  The  UBI  calculator  puts  all  that  together  in  one 
place,  with  full  transparency.  Yang’s  Freedom  Dividend  is 
available  for  scrutiny  on  the  platform,  among  many  others. 

But  Prof.  Kuhn  cautions  that  fully  addressing  theoreti¬ 
cal  concern  about  UBI  is  difficult  because  there’s  never 
been  a  large-scale  implementation  of  such  a  program. 

“The  biggest  concern  is  if  individuals  are  going  to 
reduce  their  labor  supply  in  response  to  the  universal 
basic  income,”  he  says.  Recent  research  suggests  that’s 
a  very  legitimate  theoretical  concern.  Empirical  studies 
tell  a  different  story.  “There’s  a  response  there,”  Kuhn 
says,  “but  it’s  not  as  strong  as  the  conservative  economic 
theory  approach  might  tell  you.” 

Another  common  concern  about  UBI  is  inflation  —  or 
prices  being  driven  up  by  the  injection  of  “free  money” 
into  the  economy.  Here,  too,  data  is  lacking,  Kuhn  says. 

What  does  concern  Kuhn  about  UBI  is  what  such  a 
program  might  crowd  out  in  terms  of  other  forms  of  social 
welfare  spending. 

“In  the  UBI  way,  the  effectiveness  per  dollar  is  not 
as  high  as  reinvesting  in  some  of  our  existing  welfare 
programs,”  he  says. 

Kuhn  says  we  take  programs  like  food  stamps  (aka 
SNAP  benefits),  disability  and  unemployment  insurance 
for  granted. 

“There  are  a  lot  of  real  successful  stories,”  he  says, 
especially  when  those  programs  are  adequately  funded. 
But  that’s  not  very  sexy,  Kuhn  points  out.  “They’re  existing 
programs,  and  people  want  something  new.” 

What’s  for  certain,  Kuhn  continues,  is  that  UBI  could 
be  an  effective  way  to  mitigate  the  disruptive  effects  of 
tech  and  trade  on  the  job  market. 

“Disruption  from  tech,  just  like  trade,  for  example, 
creates  winners  and  losers,”  he  says.  “There  are  a  lot 
of  consequences  for  not  compensating  those  losers 
adequately.” 

It’s  important  to  note,  here,  that  one-time  payouts, 
like  the  $1,200  many  Americans  are  expecting  as  part 
of  the  Senate’s  recently  passed  $2.2  trillion  coronavirus 
stimulus  package,  aren’t  exactly  a  UBI.  That  money  is 
more  along  the  lines  of  a  tax  kicker,  which  isn’t  uncom¬ 
mon.  For  payments  from  the  government  to  citizens  to 
be  truly  considered  an  exercise  in  UBI,  they  should  repeat 
over  time,  Kuhn  explains. 

Could  we  see  an  election  in  the  near  future  with 
presidential  candidates  from  both  Republican  and 
Democratc  parties  run  on  their  version  of  a  UBI  plan, 
using  something  like  the  UBI  calculator  as  a  tool  to  reach 
their  constituency? 

Kuhn  says  it’s  possible. 

“Today’s  Republican  Party  is  concerned  with  miti¬ 
gating  the  consequences  of  who  loses  from  trade,  and 
mitigating  the  consequences  of  who  loses  from  tech,” 
he  says.  “There  are  different  angles  that  a  potential 
populist-style  Republican  could  take  and  bring  a  plan 
along  with  them,  and  certainly  there  are  a  handful  of 
Democrats  that  could  run  on  it  as  well,”  he  says. 

Biglan  agrees.  “The  interesting  thing  about  UBI  is  it 
seems  to  have  a  very  broad  range  of  support  across  the 
aisle,”  he  says. 

UBI  gives  people  the  liberty  to  make  their  own  choices, 
which  is  appealing  to  a  more  Libertarian  mindset,  while 
on  the  flipside,  UBI,  “creates  a  safety  net  base  for  huge 
numbers  of  people  that  are  just  completely  left  out  and 
really  struggling,”  Biglan  says.  ■

In  these  apprehensive  COVID-19  times,  Beth 
Green  is  certain  of  one  thing:  “We  have  to  figure 
out  what  we  can  do  with  what  we  have.”  For  Green, 
that  means  spreading  the  wealth  of  love  online  to 
those  who  are  fearful  of  all  things  related  to  the 
coronavirus.  The  75-year-old  intuitive  counsel¬ 
or  hosts  Spread  Peace  Around  Coronavirus,  a 
one-hour  support  group  that  aims,  she  says,  “to 
alleviate  needless  suffering”  and  bring  the  commu¬ 
nity  together  to  understand  that  “we  are  all  one.” 
Green,  who  has  organized  support  groups  and 
written  books  about  inner  peace  since  she  became 
a  psychic  counselor  in  1980,  says  her  support  group 
is  a  spiritual  exercise  without  religious  borders.

HULU’S  HIGH  FIDELITY  FOR  A  NEW 
CASTS  THE  LEAD  AS  A  WOMAN

Adapted  from  the  Nick  Hornby  book  of 
the  same  name,  High  Fidelity  found 
success  as  a  film  20  years  ago  featuring 
John  Cusack  as  Rob,  a  role  that  garnered 
him  a  Golden  Globe  nomination,  and 
a  supporting  cast  that  featured  Jack 
Black  and  Lenny  Kravitz’s  own  mother. 
In  Hulu’s  new  version  of  the  tale,  the  world  has 
changed.  The  fourth-wall  breaking  Robyn  “Rob”  Brooks 
(Zoe  Kravitz)  owns  a  record  store  that  she  runs  with  her 
best  friends  more  like  a  personal  musical  playground 
than  as  a  business.  When  Rob’s  ex  moves  back  to  the  city 
with  a  new  girlfriend  after  calling  off  their  engagement 
the  previous  year,  she  confronts  her  past  relationships. 
As  she  explores  her  top-five  greatest  heartbreaks  of 
all-time,  Rob  looks  for  answers  as  to  why  her  love  life 
is  a  wreck  and  what  it  may  reflect  about  her. 

Hulu’s  High  Fidelity  series  offers  the  story  of  the  bur¬ 
geoning  New  York  adult  with  a  messy  love  life  for  people 
of  different  sizes,  colors  and  sexualities.  That’s  a  story 
that  HBO’s  Girls  attempted  but  only  really  achieved  for 
an  audience  of  young  white  women. 

Early  on,  High  Fidelity  is  often  hampered  by  being

too  faithful  as  an  adaptation.  In  the  pilot  particularly,  it’s 
hard  to  forget  what  Cusack  and  Black  did  so  well  in  their 
performances  as  you  watch  new  actors  deliver  the  same 
dialogue  and  jokes. 

Fortunately,  the  show  expands  on  the  characters  and 
their  respective  stories  so  that  the  actors  are  given  a  fair 
shot  at  going  beyond  a  simple  remake.  Some  of  the  bits 
from  the  original  are  reworked  and  updated  to  great 
results.  In  one  instance  the  three  mull  over  whether  they 
should  sell  a  Michael  Jackson  record  to  a  customer  in  light 
of  recent  controversies  and  allegations.  It’s  a  fantastic 
detail  that  stays  true  to  the  attitude  of  the  original  while 
tweaking  it  to  be  fresh. 

High  Fidelity  makes  a  few  key  changes  in  this  inter¬ 
pretation,  the  main  one  being  to  cast  Zoe  Kravitz,  the 
daughter  of  Lenny  Kravitz,  who  also  serves  as  executive 
producer.  The  choice  to  have  Kravitz,  a  mixed-race 
woman,  instead  of  a  white  man  is  a  creative  choice  that 
benefits  that  show.  It  further  separates  itself  from  the 
film  and  better  reflects  a  more  diverse  audience. 

Where  Cusack’s  Rob  was  rougher  around  the  edges, 
more  sarcastic,  bitter  and  self-centered  (which  he  did 
fantastically);  Kravitz  is  more  relatable.  She  is  emo¬ 


tionally  immature,  unhappy  and  overly  invested  in  the 
life  she  had  and  not  the  one  that  she  has.  Kravitz  isn’t  a 
revelation,  and  the  show  isn’t  either,  but  she  delivers  a 
good  performance. 

The  show’s  real  strength  is  in  its  supporting  cast. 
Cherise  (Da’Vine  Joy  Randolph)  dreams  of  starting  a 
band  and  making  her  own  music  but  faces  rejection  at 
every  corner,  like  when  a  person  interested  in  her  sign 
looking  for  bandmates  leaves  after  seeing  her,  or  when 
a  singer’s  manager  is  quick  to  shut  down  her  inquiries 
about  working  together. 

Following  up  Black,  who  played  this  character  in  the 
film,  has  challenges;  his  brand  of  comedy  is  so  distinct 
that  it  would  be  easy  for  this  role  to  become  an  imper¬ 
sonation  in  his  shadow.  But  the  storyline,  which  was  done 
for  laughs  in  the  film,  is  developed  as  a  story  of  self-doubt 
and  insecurity  that  has  a  beautiful  payoff  in  the  show. 

The  other  member  of  the  trio  is  Simon  (David  H. 
Holmes),  a  gay  man  who  dated  Rob  before  coming  out, 
and  gets  his  own  fourth-wall-breaking  episode  to  explore 
his  own  top-five  heartbreaks.  In  it  he  gets  to  take  the 
spotlight  and  explore  his  own  insecurities  and  relation¬ 
ship  woes  which  typically  take  the  backseat  to  Rob’s.  It’s 
a  lovely  change  of  pace  and  an  exciting  idea  for  future 
seasons  to  give  other  characters  their  own  episodes. 

High  Fidelity  is  a  noble  effort  at  reworking  a  story  for 
a  new  generation  and  exploring  the  modern  dynamics  of 
romantic  relationships.  The  series  format  allows  breathing 
room  for  stories  to  expand,  and  for  supporting  characters 
to  explore  their  own  issues. 

The  show  takes  time  to  get  on  track  and  deliver  more 
than  a  straightforward  remake,  but  eventually  offers  its 
own  story  and  characters  with  plenty  of  room  to  grow.  ■

A  EUGENE  WEEKLY  MUSIC  WRITER  COZIES  UP  TO  LIVE  STREAMING 
IN  THE  TIME  OF  COVID-19

On  the  first  evening  of  spring,  and  a 
few  days  into  self-quarantine,  I  sat  in 
the  kitchen  of  my  west  Eugene  home, 
watching  stand-up  comedians  perform 
to  no  audience  through  a  live  stream 
at  Sessions  Music  Hall  downtown. 

At  this  moment,  the  strangest  feel¬ 
ing  came  over  me,  difficult  to  describe,  full  of  complexity 
and  contradiction,  and  a  little  like  existential  vertigo. 
It  was  the  sense  that,  all  at  once,  something  big  had 
changed  —  something  that  prior  to  this  point  moved  at 
an  imperceptible  pace. 

Streams  like  these  are  in¬ 
creasingly  common,  as  artists  all 
over  the  world  —  Ben  Gibbard, 

Neil  Young  and  Willie  Nelson,  to 
name  a  few  —  take  to  live  stream¬ 
ing  platforms  amid  calls  for  self¬ 
quarantine  and  social  distancing. 

They  do  it  to  stay  financially  liquid, 
in  some  cases,  but  also  to  share 
their  art  or  spread  comfort  and 
connection. 

It’s  no  different  in  Eugene.  For 
instance,  in  the  wake  of  COVID-19, 

Eugene  rock  duo  The  Critical 
Shakes  hope  to  launch  their  own 
live  stream.  Ministering  to  shock, 
trauma  and  grief  suits  the  band, 
says  Critical  Shakes  singer  and  drummer  Jordan  Blaisdell 
via,  of  course,  email. 

“The  root  of  our  music  is  the  cathartic  release  of  nega¬ 
tive  feelings,”  he  says.  “We  spent  the  first  six  months  of 
the  band  in  a  room  by  ourselves,  resisting  playing  shows

or  local  rapper  Speno,  it’s  hard  to  not  to 
think  about  money  all  the  time. 

But  on  his  new  EP  Hand  Me  Downs, 
through  his  ferocious  wit  and  ability  for 
self-examination,  Speno  proves  that  money 
isn’t  everything  —  even  if  that’s  by  virtue 
of  having  none. 

“I  wouldn’t  be  here  without  hand-me-downs,”  Speno 
says.  “From  handing  me  down  clothes,  to  handing  me 
down  cigarettes.  All  the  way  to  hand-me-down  beats 
from  Smyth.” 

“I’ve  never  been  that  dude  that’s  been  poor  and  found 
value  in  like,  the  butterflies  flying  up  across  my  face  while 
I’ve  been  like  sleeping  on  a  fucking  bench  or  something,” 
Speno  says.  “It’s  better  to  see  butterflies  fly  across  your 


until  we  were  ready.”  While  it  feels  reductive  to  go  back  to 
that  space  of  straight  creation,  it’s  also  liberating,  he  says. 

Before  the  novel  coronavirus,  most  discourse  around  the 
use  of  social  media  had  it  dividing  us  more  than  uniting  us. 
This,  too,  seems  to  be  changing,  as  if  overnight.  Now  that 
platforms  like  Facebook  are  all  that’s  left,  I  ask  Blaisdell  if 
these  channels  could  just  now  be  coming  into  their  own. 

“The  magic  of  live  music  is  in  its  temporariness,”  Blais¬ 
dell  responds.  Live  streaming,  he  says,  is  antithetical  to 
that.  But  if  even  just  a  little  bit  of  the  negative  stimulus 
we’re  all  experiencing  can  be  transformed  into  communal 
catharsis,  it’s  worth  it,  he  says. 

Max  Miller,  bassist  with  Eugene 
indie  rock  band  Fools,  isn’t  so  sure. 

“This  isn’t  some  new  model 
that’s  going  to  reinfuse  music  into 
listener’s  lives  in  some  novel  way,” 
he  says.  “It’s  still  little  sterile  boxes 
of  sound  and  color  with  no  actual 
human  element.”  That’s  the  same 
stuff  that’s  been  eroding  the  value 
of  music  for  a  solid  couple  of  de¬ 
cades  now,  he  says. 

Nevertheless,  live  streaming 
has  Eugene  singer-songwriter 
Halle  Loren  rethinking  her  en¬ 
tire  relationship  with  the  internet. 

In  the  past,  Loren  found  herself 
resenting  social  media.  That,  too, 
is  beginning  to  change.  This  could  be  a  tipping  point,  she 
says,  redefining  our  relationship  to  social  media  and  the 
internet,  but  also  our  relationship  to  art  itself. 

In  addition  to  music  live  streams,  Calysta  Cheyenne, 
singer  with  Eugene  band  Fortune’s  Folly,  has  been

face  while  you’re  traveling  because  you  have  the  money 
to  travel.” 

Born  and  raised  in  Eugene  and  a  graduate  of  the 
University  of  Oregon,  Speno  has  been  a  regular  in  the 
local  music  scene  for  years.  The  first  time  I  saw  him  rap 
was  in  2018,  backed  by  a  full  band  at  Luckey’s  Wednesday 
night  Funk  Jam.  Before  the  virus  you  could  still  catch  him 
there  if  you  were  lucky,  often  performing  with  members 
of  a  band  he’s  in,  called  Doink!.  “That’s  ‘Doink’  with  an 
exclamation  mark,”  Speno  says. 

He’s  also  performed  regularly  at  house  shows  around 
campus  with  frequent  collaborators  Brax  and  Smyth, 
the  latter  of  whom  handled  production  on  the  new  EP. 
The  beats  are  some  of  Smyth’s  darkest  yet  and  remind 
me  of  my  favorite  horrorcore  records  from  the  ’90s, 


streaming  body-strengthening  and  mindfulness  exercises. 

“Going  live  on  social  media  gives  me  an  opportunity 
to  show  up  in  the  world,”  she  says.  “It’s  inspiring  to  see 
what  other  creatives  are  coming  up  with  to  endure  the 
isolation  and  how  they  continue  to  express  themselves.” 
She  expects  live  stream-style  concerts  to  become  more 
and  more  popular  in  the  coming  months.

To  me,  the  rise  of  live  streaming  during  coronavirus 
recalls  what  I  know  of  Giovanni  Boccaccio’s  14th-century 
collection  of  tales,  The  Decameron.  The  work  follows  10 
young  people  as  they  hide  out  in  Italy  during  the  height 
of  the  Black  Plague,  telling  each  other  tales  to  pass  the 
time  and  stay  sane. 

In  2020,  we  do  the  same,  from  artists  live  streaming  a 
performance  to  someone  Zooming  with  a  friend  —  faces 
stacked  in  neat  and  orderly  boxes  or  side-by-side,  lit  up 
by  the  warm  blue  of  our  computer  monitors. 

“It  seems  that  as  people  are  finding  that  they  truly 
need  art  as  a  source  of  comfort,”  Loren  says,  “musicians 
and  artists  are  taking  up  the  mantle.” 

Back  at  the  Sessions  comedy  stream,  one  comic  said 
to  the  home  audience,  after  landing  a  punchline,  “I  don’t 
know  how  you’ll  clap  with  your  phone  in  your  hand.” 

Thumbs-ups  and  hearts  fluttered  across  my  computer 
screen.  Downtown,  Sessions  Music  Hall  remained  silent.  ■ 
Find  Sessions  live  streaming  atSessionsMusicHall.com/live-streaming. 
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like  Kool  Keith’s  “Sex  Style”  or  any  beat  Canibus  has 
ever  rapped  on. 

Smyth  released  his  self-produced  debut  album  Spore 
Atti,  last  summer  and  has  recently  landed  production 
credits  on  albums  from  Portland  rappers  Wynne  and  Slick 
Devious,  among  others.  But  Smyth’s  focus  on  Hand  Me 
Downs  has  never  been  clearer.  Each  song  is  able  to  build 
on  the  one  before  it  in  a  way  that  adds  a  level  of  cohesion 
missing  in  most  contemporary  rap  releases. 

“Working  with  Speno  is  so  beneficial  to  my  artistic 
development,”  Smyth  says.  “He  constantly  teaches  me 
new  techniques  and  aspects  to  analyze.” 

The  starkness  brewing  directly  underneath  Smyth’s 
head-bobbing  production  becomes  the  perfect  play¬ 
ground  for  Speno’s  morbid  philosophizing.  At  the  end 
of  “Shoulda  Jabbed,”  Speno  asks  what  I  consider  to  be  a 
centralizing  question:  “Posted  in  my  robe,  I’m  exposed, 
they  say  how  in  sweet  Jesus  is  Moses  so  broke?” 

One  of  my  favorite  things  about  Speno  as  an  artist  is 


his  ability  to  place  his  situation  within  a  larger  context. 
He’s  able  to  take  the  bigger  picture  of  poverty  and  make 
it  wallet-sized  by  using  language  that’s  meant  to  be 
relatable.  There  are  multiple  Taco  Bell  references;  he 
uses  plastic  silverware  at  home,  and  there’s  an  entire 
track  dedicated  to  EBT. 

But  part  of  what  is  so  fun  about  Hand  Me  Downs  is  this 
acknowledgement  of  class  unity  among  the  impoverished. 
A  sense  of  pride  comes  with  growing  up  poor  —  with 
knowing  you’ve  had  to  work  a  little  harder  for  your  things. 
Speno  does  a  good  job  of  never  letting  his  pride  morph 
into  victimhood,  a  common  failing  among  today’s  young 
rappers.  Speno  knows,  as  all  of  my  fellow  millennials  do, 
that  there’s  plenty  of  blame  to  go  around  as  to  why  so 
many  of  us  are  finishing  our  20s  with  peaks  and  valleys 
of  debt.  Speno  only  blames  himself. 

The  key  to  Speno’s  music  lies  in  his  ability  to  draw  from 
a  seemingly  endless  well  of  self-deprecation.  But  it  isn’t 
born  out  of  a  need  to  talk  about  oneself  in  a  galvanizing 


manner,  although  there  is  that  sense  of  urgency,  but 
instead  it  comes  from  his  desire  to  understand  the  world 
around  him;  to  place  himself  in  the  center  of  existence 
and  then  look  around,  taking  notes. 

“I’ve  never  been  that  dude  that’s  been  poor  and  found 
value  in  like,  the  butterflies  flying  up  across  my  face  while 
I’ve  been  like  sleeping  on  a  fucking  bench  or  something,” 
Speno  says.  “It’s  better  to  see  butterflies  fly  across  your 
face  while  you’re  traveling  because  you  have  the  money 
to  travel.” 

Speno  is  the  kind  of  rapper  Eugene  is  lucky  to  have 
showing  up  at  open  mics  and  house  shows.  His  technical 
skill  is  far  beyond  the  stages  that  have  been  built  around 
him,  and  I  wouldn’t  be  surprised  if  he  found  he  was  getting 
bigger  in  the  future.  But  for  now  he  grinds.  Patiently 
waiting  for  a  way  out.  ■

“In  this  time  of  a  global  pandemic,  thinking  and  talking  about  non-monogamy  is  all  you  can  do 
right  now,”  said  Taormino.  “This  goes  for  everyone:  no  new  sex  partners  until  public  health  experts 
say  we  can  go  back  to  standing  closer  than  six  feet  apart.  Even  then,  we’re  going  to  have  to  proceed 
with  caution.”  Listen  up,  people:  the  woman  who  literally  wrote  the  book  on  open  relationships  says 
open  and  poly  relationships  are  canceled  for  the  time  being.  “Yup,  canceled,”  said  Taormino,  “unless 
every  one  of  your  partners  lives  with  you.” 

While  COVID-19  isn’t  classified  as  a  sexually  transmitted  infection  (STI),  having  sex  with  some¬ 
one  who  has  coronavirus  would  almost  certainly  result  in  transmission.  And  since  people  who  get 
infected  typically  don’t  show  symptoms  for  up  to  two  weeks,  the  fact  that  someone  appears  to  be 
healthy  doesn’t  mean  they  are  corona-free.  Someone  can  look  and  feel  great  and  be  both  infected 
and  infectious.
